She suffers also from plebltis, a 
vein-swelling caused by poor blood 
circulation. 


She was admitted to Presby- 


terian hospital where

given a blood transfusion, but she 
failed to respond as 
physicians 


had hoped. Her temperature hov- 
ered above 100 degrees. 


Condition Critical 


"Miss Maguire's condition is 


critical," said Dr. Eugene Traut, 
the physician who has nursed her 
through the long period of coma, 
attempted to arouse her with a 
variety of "cures'^offered by the 
best physicians in the world, and 
has 'brought her^thro/yh i^d - pre- 
vious hospitAl&ations.

They 
wanted to start school a year ago, 
but their parents decided against 
it. 
Meanwhile,

The" walk to school and back 


onoe a day, accompanied by an 
older brother and sister, Frederick, 
10, and Arlene, 13, who also are 
pupils. 
They carry their lunch 


boxes with them. 
During the 


noon hour and at recess they play 
games with other children. There 
is no playground equipment, the 
swings being in 
disrepair 
and 


without ropes. 


The schoolhouse 
is a white, 


almost shabby building located in 
a little yard overgrown with weeds. 
There are no trees. 
Behind it 


stands a barn for the horses which 
bring the children to school in 
winter. 
Sanitary 
facilities 
are 


primitive. 


School House Rather Shabby 
The interior is finished in a 


sickly pea green. 
The four rows 


of little seats show signs of age 
and wear. 
The two middle rows 


have been shortened, due to the 
size of the big jacketed stove 
which heats the schoolroom. 
The 


usual schoolroom decorations—in- 
structive posters and exhibits of 
pupils' handiwork, adorn the walls 
and blackboard. 


The pleasures of the quadruplets 


during their first six years neces- j 
sarily have been simple.

father, Fred A. Schense, 45-year- 
old tenant farmer, has no money 
for luxuries.

FOR RURAL 
HOMES — If

group of citizens in a rural com- 
munity wish to get aid in setting 
up an electric Power System they 
can obtain such aid from the Fed- 
eral Government. First, the group 
wishing such a system should get 
together and hold a community or 
neighborhood meeting to spread 
interest in the idea and In this 
way ascertain how many people 
want electricity. There must be not 
less than 150 prospective custo- 
mers with at least 50 miles of lines, 
to bring about Government finan- 
cing. If the meeting produces in- 
terest, a letter of application with 
a showing of this minimum of 
customer commitments and with 
other data, should be sent to the 
Rural Electrification Administra- 
tion, Washington, D. C. A rough 
map should be sent with the appli- 
cation, showing the roads and loca- 
tion of each farm or property in- 
volved where the current is want- 
ed. If there are any existing power 
line* in the vicinity or whether or 
not the purpose of the community 
power system is an 
exceptional 


one, such as aid on irrigation 
farms, must be also shown with 
the application. 


FARM PRODUCTS DEMAND 


CONTINUES — Farmers were as- 
sured by the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics of a "fairly well main- 
tained" consumer buying

The lawyers' opposition to Presi- 


dent Roosevelt's 
administration, 


and to his appointee on the su- 
preme court, permeated the. con- 
vention. 


Author of the Black resolution 


was Robert Lee Tullis of Baton 
Rouge, La. It demanded that the 
bar association be permitted to se- 
lect an impartial committee of 
five, which would examine Justice 
Black's fitness for the court. 


"It ia the sense of this associa- 


tion," the resolution read, "that 
membership 
In a 
secret, oath- 


bound order actuated by religious 
and racial animosity is incompati- 
ble with membership in the su- 
preme court." 


Others Offered 


A score of other resolutions were 


offered, dealing with laws, courts 
and politics. 


One provided that a special com- 


mission of lawyers investigate the 
source of income of public officials 
and ascertain "why they expend 
more money to be%elected than the 
total amount of salary received 
while holding their term of of- 
fice."

code of marriage

laws. 


Without mentioning the Bruno 


Hauptmann trial for the Lind- 
bergh kidnaping, which inspired June 27. 
much criticism of court conduct, 
a resolution was offered suggest- 
ing that radio broadcasting equip- 
ment and cameras be barred from 
courtrooms. 


Another recommended that a cab- 


inet department be created for the 
professions, resembling the depart- 
ments of agriculture, commerce 
and labor.

Black, who is alleged to be a life 
member of the Ku Klux Klaa. 


As the issue gained prominence, 


Willis Van Devanter, whose retire- 
ment from the supreme court cre- 
ated the vacancy for Black, can- 
celled his scheduled speech before 
the convention. He had been sched- 
uled to speak Wednesday night, 
and sent word that he would not 
attend "for personal reasons."

last night when the C. I. O. or- 
dered a strike.
